Some years ago?ho 


was injured on a railroad ja the west, 
carrying a long ?,car on his head from the 
wound which was inflicted. That injury 
is believed to have affected his mind to 
some extent. • He did not seem to be mo- 
rose except when he had been drinking 
some. .On the night of his disappearance 
he had visited one or two saloons where 
he had about three,glasses of b«er. He 
ha-d about seventy cents and a watch iri 
his pocket and was attired in his tost 
clothes. On account of leaving his sal- 
ary undrawn and which was due him 
from the Racine Cement Walk company 
the brother beiieves that his 
brother 


wandered away and did away with him- 
self. 


Mark in His Hat. 


Pie wore a pair of light colored trous- 


ers, blue serge coat and a light hat with 
a. high pointed crown and dented in on 
the sides. This hat wns purchased at 
one of the stores of a local clothing com- 
pnny and will bear the name of that 
companv on the inside. In case that his 
body was recovered at any point the au- 
thorities here would have been notified 
before this. His brother believes.that he 
boarded one of the boats for Chicago and 
that he may have jumped into the lake 
while the boat was far out from land. If 
that was the case the body might rife in 
n few days and then settle to .the bot- 
tom again and it would not then .be lo- 
cated. 


Three Years at Madison. 


The young man resided for three years 
at Madison and it was believed that the 
body found there some time ago might 
be his. That body was found some weeks 
ngo and before thc disappearance-.of the' 
Racine man. Inquiries will be made of 
the Madison authorities and also at Ma- 
son City, la., where he lived for some 
time.

Barn Burns; Man Stunned. 


Between 5 mid 6 o'clock yesterday 


• afternoon the town of Mt, Pleasant was 


vi«it«d by an electric storm. The new 
'barn of Henry Miller, located near the 
Griff Richards farm, filled with hay, was 
•truck by lightning and it was entirely 
.destroyed together with the hay. 
The 


building had just been built by Mr. Mil- 
ler and nev«r used except for storing 
hay, and it* value is said to be between 
Jl.OOO and $2,000. 
There is an insur- 


i ance in the town insurance 
company. 


There were no cattle or farm machinery 
in tho building at the time and it was 
not n«ax any bth«r 
buildings. Miller 


was in the field 300 feet from the barn 
and wa« rendered unconscious, remain- 
ing so for fifteen minutes. 


A bolt of lightning accompanied by a

away. The beast was one of a team 
and valued at $200. There is no doubt 
but that the water in which the horse 
walked was charged from some one of 
the powerful electric wires. 


This is not the first horse to suffer 


from electricity while on:; the 
public 


streets. Only a short time ago a horse 
owned by William Tiedc was struck by 
a live wire and knocked down and suf- 
fered injuries from which it has not yet 
recovered. On the soveral bridges whore 
•wires crois, it is a frequent occurrence 
to see horses shocked and go down in ti 
hittp. 
Tkis certainly indicates faulty 


construction. Investigation on the part 
of city -officials might not be out 
of 


place.

Conciliation in Canada. 


Chicago News: 
While the people of the 


United States have no law compelling 


uoiKMlintorv mea.-iii'ps to which they cnit 
look for'relief from the tie-up in the tel- 
egraph service, Canadian operiUors mny 
be restrained from going on strike nb- 
ruptly by the compulsory conciliation 
law, pns»ed Inst spring by the dominion 
parliament. 
This so-called Limieux act 


makes it unlawful for employes of any 
public-service! corporation to declare n 
strike prior to or pending investigation 
by a board of conciliation. The penalties 
for violation of this law nre fines of from 
$01). to -$1,0(10 a day for employers who 
declare a lockout1 nnd .$10 to i?50 a day 
for striking employes. 


Whether it will be possible for the 


Canadian authorities to enforce the anti- 
strike clauses of thi* law in the fnce of 
n widespread.determination by employes 


tc- join in .a wnlk-out is yet to be ileter- 
mined. 
If the operators' strike spreads 


to the Cnnariinn division of the Commer- 
cial Telegraphers' union probably it will 
brim! :t thorough test of the conciliation 
law. Tlie existence of this statute thus 
far hns not prevented tin1 international 
i-M-outive board of the telegraphers from 
looking with favor on the iden of issuing 
a general-strike order, which would call 
out the members of their organization iu 
Gtnurln.

Canadian employes also nre 


inclined to suspect thnt the whole meas- 
ure is designed to give employers who 
arc threatened with strikes breathing 
time for the importation of strike break- 
ers. 


Despite these possible objections, the 


public mny well hope thnt the new Cana- 
dian law will prove on trial to be a val- 
uable addition to the cnu?e of concilia- 
tion.

Disease and Enlarged Liver in a Chi- 


cago 
Hospital—Wife 
Returning 
to 


Home Found His Lifeless Remains. 


Because of ill health, Casper Heitz, 


48 'years and 6 months old, 
assistant 


yard master of the Chicago, Milwaukee 
and St. .Paul railway fn the city of Chi 
cago, for twenty-four years, committee] 
suicide, between 11 and 12 o'clock today 
by taking a dose of. carbolic acid, at his 
home, 1011 Stnte street,, while his wife 
was nbsent for a short time. 


The suicide was a resident of Chicago 


for many years and ae stated above 
held the position of assistant yard mas- 
ter of the railway company for 24 years 
when his health failed and he quit. Last 
February his family c*me to Racine, his 
wife rented the State street house and 
took in boarders. 


Was In a Hospital. 


. Mr. Heitz remained in Chicago, being 


confined in a hospital, receiving treat- 
ment for Bright's disease and enlarged 
liver. 
A few months ago he left the 


hospital and came here,' securing employ- 
ment at the ,1. I. Case T. M. Co. Of 
late he has suffered much from his sick- 
ness nnd Dr. Pope has been treating him. 
Often he hnd threatened to end his life, 
hut it was not believed that he would 
carry out his threat, at any rate he did 
not try self destruction. 


Wife Was Away. 


This morning his wife went out lor a 


brief period, to do some shopping. When 
she returned she dincovered his lying 
down snd thought he wn« suffennf; from 
fits, to which he had been subject. Dr. 
Fancher was called, »s Dr. Pope, was 
away . Then it was found -that Mr. 
Heiti: hnd token carbolic.acid, with sui 
cidnl intent. Coroner Jonas Hoyle was 
notified and went to residence. 
Upon 


making n careful investigation nnd ancer- 
taininp nil of the facts, he decided that 
it -was a clear case of suicide and that 
a.n inquest was not necessary. A burial 
permit was issued. 
- .. 


Leaves a Family. 


There survives the dead man, a wife, 


one son and two married daughters, who 
live in Chicago'. What rnakes the suicide 
snd and hard for the family to bear, is 
the fnct that one of the. daughters wnS 
taken' to n Chicago honplt'nl- this morn 
ing to be operated 'upon, nnd 'physicians 
did not give any hopes "that «,lic conhl 
survive it. 
The funeral of the suicide 


will take place on Monday. 
He was a 


member of the Bnynl Arcnnum, Colum- 
bian Knights and two German societies.

In cnses of burns death may be rlue 


(1, to asphyxia, (i) to shock, nnd (3) to 
se.ptirnemin. 


The medical mnn seldom gets to the 


cnse in time to treat the first condition; 
the «econd is essentially a general con- 
dition, while .the whole success in pre- 
.Tnting the third depends upon the im- 
mediate local treatment. It is, there- 
fore, the last condition which must be 
considered here. Among the public it is 
n generally accepted idea that the thing 
to do in the cn?e of n bum is to dunt 
flour ove.r it or to cover it with oil. and, 
indeed, even in some comparatively late 
text-books on surgery a mixture known 
us "Carron Oil" is aJvocnted. 


The use of such applications can not 


be too strongly depreciated, says the Lon- 
don Hospital, and, indeed, if the lay 
mind could be taught that the best thing 
to put on a burn before the doctor is 
called is a hot compress, which should 
contain some horacic acid, if there is any 
in the house, it is probable that the ma- 
jority of denths due to septicaemia, after 
burns would be prevented. 


For the whole «im and object of the 


locnl treatment is to prevent, sepsis. 
Flour nnd olive oil"may he, soothing''and 
may allay the pain, but thrre is no anti- 
septic property in them; rather they are 
excellent culture media for bacteria.

As To the Desks. 


• "Care should be taken,'1 says Mr. Cary, 
"to place the desks and seats so that the 
pupil may be able to assume comfortable 
and correct positions and use them with- 
out having to lean forward. The desks 
and scats should he so placed with ref 
erence to each other that a line, dropped 
from the inner edge of the desk will 
strike from one to two inches inside the 
front'edge of the seat, or in other words, 
that the front edge of the desk shall 
over-reach or over-lap the front edge of 
the seat below, 
ff possible the desk 


should be PO placed, that the light may 
come .from the rear and to the left of 
the pupils. Adjustable desks and s«ts,

Heating and Ventilation. 


•'This is a matter of vital importance. 


The school room should, if possible, be 
kept at a uniform temperature of 70 
degrees and should be continually sup- 
plied with wormed fresh air while the 
school is in session. 
In order that this 


fresh air may be supplied it is necessary 
that a fre?h air outlet shall be constructed 
of a capacity sufficient to meet the needs 
of the room. 
A basement furnace prop- 


erty installed with a fresh air intake and 
with a- foul air outlet, will heat and 
ventilate the room and keep the fioor 
comfortably warm at the same time. 
The fresh air intake provided for any 
funiace should be at least 14 inches in 
diameter. A stove of sufficient size and 
shape, properly jacketed, with suitable 
provisions for the admission of fresh air 
and for carrying off ^he foul nir, may 1* 
made to meet the requirements of the 
law as stated 'in chapter 600 laws of

Then our tariff conditions and the 
provsion forbidding registry to foreign 
built ships to protect ours, makes the 
cost of building vessels in our ship 
yards come materially in excess of those 
built abroad. 
How to remedy condi- 


tions is the question. 


Shall the country pay in good cash 


to our ship owners sufficient bounty to 
overcome the advertences. 
Shall there 


be a discriminative duty favoring our 
people, that is, foreign products carried 
in American bottoms enter our ports at 
a leas rate of duty; shall congress re- 
peal the law forbidding registry to for- 
eign built ships, or what. 


It seems as to ship subsidy, that if 


•we give special encouragement to our 
ship yards, forbid registry to foreigners, 
sustain a good protective rate on mate- 
rials needed, that in overcoming the as- 
eerted disadvantages that ship people 
themselves complain of, that the Amer- 
ican people are taking money from our- 
of one treasury pocket and putting it 
3n another. Or in brief, some ask if by 
lotting foreigners in with their vessels 
giving them to American citizens buy- 
ing them an 'American register, and by 
changing a few tariff schedules, we can 
greatly 
increase our 
currying trade, 


would not the money return bo much 
better in this way. 
With ship subsidy 


the people pay large sums would be 
gained that now goes to 
foreigners, 


though there is a fair percentage of 
American citizens operating under for- 
eign ship registers. 


As a fact the altering of the tariff 


schedules and repeal of the registry pro- 
visions is not insisted upon by those 
favoring tariff revision as a means of 
^creating our foreign carried commerce. 
This plan is suggested though, as hear- 
ing on a possible solution of the trouble, 
and us one having loss burden to the 


country than by taking large sums out 
of the treasury in the real cash, and 
paying it out in subsidies to owners of 
vessels. In either case the people pay in 
some fashion and as indirect taxes is 
the favorite American way of paying 
taxes it is not unlikely that when con- 
gress again considers tariff schedules, 
that it may consider more possibly the 
indirect way, that is cost, of encourag- 
ing American shipping. 


ANOTHER WUACK FROM THE COVER 


JiMENT 


The commissioner of corporations from 


Washington has hurled another 
bomb 


filled with destructive facts into the ranks 
of the oil octopus. It gives figures to 
show that despite lessened exports the 
prices of oil abroad were materially less 
than to home consumers. The report is 
filled with demonstrations 
tending 
to 


prove that the criminal methods of the 
oct-.ipus shown in various ways were the 
means by which it had stiffled competi- 
tion and accumulated its swollen for- 
tunes. In the matter of its control over 
the railways' the report states that cer- 
tain railroads wore paying $2,000,000 in 
excess of tho proper cost for lubricant 
oil furnished by the octopus, and 
for 


what reason, the public may guess for 
themselves. 
The 
dependent 
dealers 


stood ready to furnish this necessary oil 
much less than its great competitor, but 
they were denied the' opportunity to do 
so. 


Thus the octopus has forced American 


roads to pay exhorbitant prices, favoring 
some roads and not others, and, says 
the report, "Its dealings with the gov- 
ernment has been characterized by de- 
ceit and falsehood, and its methods in 
extending 
its business 
unfair, 
unjust 


and unlawful." American oil prices have 
have increased, foreign prices have been 
reduced. Tables of foreign prices arc 
given from which it is seen the prices 
here are in excess from one cent to 2.2 
cents allowing for one cent in excess jus- 
tifiable, in excess of cost. The German 
margin was 1.00 as against 4.83 here. 
In the United Kingdom the price was 
1.C4 as ugainst 4.84 here, and other coun- 
tries show similar disproportion. 
Tables 


are given showing the great disparity of 
prices charged in American cities which 
would indicate methods by which compe- 
tition has been dealt with. 


The 
commissioner 
declares 
excuses 


made by the Standard were false, that 
there was no over supply abroad; that 
the excuse the lower prices abroad were 
justified by severe competition is also 
unfounded. 
There was, says the report, 


no over supply abroad in 190* and 1005, 
at which period foreign prices were se- 
verely cut and that exports from the 
United States in 1904 were less than in 
1001 and 1902. The decline in foreign. 
prices 
with consequent 
discrimination 


against 
American consumers was 
not 


made necessary by an over supply of oil, 
and in fact "the movement of prices was 
precisely the opposite of that which 
would have been expected from changes, 
in supply." 


Says the report, the Standard has 


used its monopoly to extort, and dis- 
criminations in prices for the same pro- 
ducts exists in different parts of 
tho 


country. The profits of the corporation 
are enormous. One feature says the re-, 
port, is that this corporation "carries oil. 
from Us great refineries near San Fran- 
cisco several hundreds of miles by water 
and rail and sells it in southern Califor- 
nia for several cents per gallon less than 
is charged for the same oil in San Fran- 
cisco. 


These discriminations are made large- 


ly possible through a widespread system 
of discrimination in railroad rates main- 
tained in secret which was long enjoyed 
by the Standard until recently exposed 
by the bureau in its report in the trans- 
portation of oil in May, 1906. 
In this it 


was shown that the unfair advantage 
enjoyed by the Standard was alone much 
more than a living profit on ts oil busi- 
ness. It could thus suppress competi- 
tion at a minimum of loss and even 
without actual loss to itself. 


The report bristles with facts and fig- 


ures gathered by tha officials of the de- 
partment. Summing up the report saye 
some of the unfair and illegal means em- 
ployed 
have been railroad 
discrimina- 


tions, wide reaching in extent and enor- 
mous in degree; failure to perform the 
duties of a public carrier as to its pipe 
lines unjust methods of deetroying com- 
petition and price discrimination of the 
most 
flagrant character; 
maintaining 


•bogus independent companies, maintain- 
ing an espionage over the bufuncss of 
railroads to disclose information, and 
competitors and by bribing employes of 
charging deception as to the qualities of 
oils. 
'

OUARDIXG THE SCHEDULES 


If there are curious people asking why 


should tarij. schedules be so constructed 
that American manufacturers are able 
to produce, ship and sell abroad to for- 
eigners at 
n considerable 
percentage 


cheaper than they sell to their own peo- 
ple, it ought to he no surprise. At first 
this was not done, but with tho years 
tho protective tariff has faithfully 
ful- 


filled its mission building up our indus- 
tries, until the schedules have evidenced 
thev are no longer needed as to height, 
and' that it is now, not that higher pro- 
tection called for by the protectionists 
of years ago and when our industries 
were younger, but that truer protection 
with well guarded schedules called tariff 
revision by eminent men of our time 
and lurgo numbers of people. 


When American watches can be ship- 


ped abroad, sold to foreigners, re-ship- 
ped back to the United States and sold 
to our own retailers, who ngain noil to 
American buyers, 
and 
all 
concerned 


make a good profit, it would seem proof 
somebody is being enriched at the ex- 
pense of" too American people. Equally 
so with oil and other comodities, 


It if no secret other articles are also 


sold to foreigners considerably cheaper 
than to American citizens, and the stock 
arguments that thereby our workers are 
kept busy is uo longer being accented. 


Why should the American peopm uts tax- 
ed in order that foreigners be supplied 
cheaped than they'; Protection properly 
means the protection of American,work- 
ers and American interests by that meas- 
ure of schedules that will regulate the 
difference 
between foreign 
labor 
and 


American labor. It was no over protec- 
tion that was argued for, and no tariff 
that1 would let the steel trust sell steel 
rails to the Japanese at ten dollars per 
ton less than the trust will sell to Amer- 
ican buyers of steel rails. 
Therefore it 


is, that the Republican party having the 
interests of the workers and employers 
at heart must now at the earliest possi- 
ble date proceed to construct a new tar- 
iff on protective lines, taking out of the 
present all the over protection, all the 
several hundred articles exceeding 100 
per cent protection 
and 
excessiveness

NO OCCASION FOR UNEASINESS 


An examination of the stock list shows 


some higher and borne lower than in 
March last with an effort to blame the 
lowering experienced the past faw daye 
upon the Judge Landis decision.

It is 
clear enough that such atatc laws should 
not*1 (Stand,11 and is, truth to say, as bud 
almost an a blanket injunction forbid- 
ding persons or corporations to bring 
suit for relief. The right of appeal, long 
as appeals are « port of our jurispru- 
dence must be sacred, and for a state to 
thus forbid by law a corporation from 
appealing to a higher court is of itself a 
nullification. 


Tho government is thoroughly respect- 


ing the law in every foot of the way in 
its warfare against corporation wrongs 
and trust conspiring methods, and it is 
useless for the stock market men to urge, 
legislation for the. public good is harm- 
ful to legitimate interests. These stock 
panics or depressions occur at intervals 
and always will, for 6ucn are brought 
about by causes the public sometimes 
understand and 
sometimes 
not. Over 


speculation, over capitalization, and wiz- 
ard operation, cause them and will cause 
thorn in the future. 


Without excitement stock speculation 


would be very tame, not worth the can- 
dle, and it seems fortunate that in lute 
flurries the losers have very generally 
been millionaires, just as in this last one, 
it is far more likely the worst losers are 
men of wealth. But is the gan-.e snd the 
system makes these conditions, the coun- 
try cannet' be blamed if it declines to 
believe all it hears us to what may hap- 
pen if the government pursues the course 
it H.as murked out in following up the 
trusts and corporntions that have been 
undoubtedly violating the laws. 
There 


is, however, no occasion for undue alarm. 
There have been stock panics before and 
lowering of values and there will be 
plenty more of them. 
There naturally 


must, and when one considers the enor- 
mous over capitalization of sonic 
uor- 


pornto public service 
corporations as

citv street railway doings, in it any 
surprise, 
the stock 
market 
tumbles? 


Wizards perform and lo, out of half, 
comos treble find quadruple in addition- 
al securities. The offense

crime and yet as a fact as clean cut rob- 
bery is performed, as any knight of the 
road can do it or professional burglar. 
Out of all the mess is it any surprise 
that these evils in connection with gi- 
gantic speculation brings on surfeits that 
causes the public to squirm and wish 
they were out of it. If the big fellows 
are handsomely milked ut times it is 
only poetic justice. 


In the end securities will have reaped 


most decided advantages through the or- 
derly course of the general .government. | 
Let, the public exercise more discretion 
as to their entering the speculative mar 
kcts and all will be well. 


sense such are a. distinct blow to any 
hopes a majority of the first Philippine

But if 
yet there are Filipinos so earnestly op- 
posing our sovereign rule, yet the elec- 
tions have shown them that the elements 
influencing their votes have erred in the 
supposition our bayonets would control 
their \-oting. There has been no control 
whatever or any attempt whatever to 
influencing one solotary vote, even thnt 
of Aguinaldo who voted squarely against 
the Americanists, as those are called who 
favor United States rule. 


If the first Filipino elections have gone 


decidedly against us, yet such have prov- 
en incontestably to these people that 
our government has not misrepresented 
matters to them. 
They have held their 


election in perfect peace and they have 
been undisturbed by any manner of con- 
trol on our part, voted in direct opposi- 
tion to the terms wo made with Spain by 
which the islands became ours, that is, a 
large majority of the few who did vote, 
have voted against our American rule, 
and in fact, may demand their complete 
independence. The element that

stand foremost in the island assembly is 
not 
or. inviting one, but 
our 
officials

standing better them: people will be able 
to render futile any efforts of the sup- 
posed ''bad men" to control the assem- 
bly, that is to turbulent purposes.

ERS BTRTKE 


The great strike of the telegraphers 


is on and no telling where the matter 
is going to end. It 
is an oddity in 


strikes since the men themselves com- 
menced going out as to individuals with- 
out formal authority bo strike, though 
later advices seem to indicate the strik- 
ers have full absolution 
for 
leaving 


their posts without authority from the 
head officials of the organization. 
If 


the result of the strike results in the 
betterment of the service- of the two 
companies by that much the public good 
will have been subserved. 
In some lo- 


calities incompetent help has caused 
complaints from business houses and 
this can readily be remedied by employ- 
ing more able operators. Strikers com- 
plain of certain grievances that would 
seem might be adjusted without trouble 
aside from the wage question itself, tho 
trouble appearing more to be the ad- 
justing of these wages or salaries as be- 
tween operators. 


It would look to the outsider that 


more haate has been used than at all 
necessary and demands made especially 
upon the Associated Press that can not 
he met. and adjusted in the twenty-four 
hours stated. 
Again neither side ap- 


pears to 
b« anxious for arbitration 


since it has been stated by some of the 
strikers 
their grievances were beyond 


arbitration, and'it has also been stated 
by 
officials in the two companies af- 


fected in their opinion no arbitration 
was needed. 
Both these statements 


may 
be exaggerated, for to outsiders 


it seems that certainly arbitration on 
part of both would be in good order. 


The great public are interested in t!iis 


strike being settled up as speedily a» 
possible. 
The business of the country 


is mightily involved nnd the parties con- 
cerned should get together aand adjust 
matters and things. Fair minded men 
will be nble to view the situation dis- 
passionately and where demands are 
with reason nnd justifiable will be eon- 
coded, and where not 
justifiable can 


also be ascertained. 
There may be 


something on both sides to consider and

complaint is well 


founded, and it seems it is, there would 
seem no reason the companies

It is true an oc- 
casional foreigner artist slips through 
tho coraon, but not as often as used to 
be, and foreign artists of all sorts are 
now 
steadily 
discouraged. 
Thus 
the 


leader of thfl'pittsburg orchestra through 
tho firm and judicious supposed moral 
suasion of the Federated Musicians ia 
said to have reconsidered his plan of im- 
porting foreign musicians, and his home 
orchestra successful in their opposition 
to any foreign devils in shape of musical 
artists, will or have restored the amities 
and there will be no strike. 


The conductor of tho Pittsburg or- 


chestra By the way, said to -be a very, j 
superior affaJr, started out to improve j 
things, and a's it was 'understood, to in- i 
troduce some new variations that it was 1 
presumed foreign artists might be pos- 
sessed of for the Amusement and im- 
provement of our musical lovers, but as 
we know it all, and own and hold title 
to all the best there is in the musical 
line, and own to no rivals anywhere, or 
even talent and skill on even terms, there 
was nothing'1 to gain by the Pittsburg 
man in importing any foreign experts. 
On reflection, a reflection induced by ef- 
fective action on part of his home talent, 
which by the way, is reported to have 
and does yet likely embrace a, number of 
gentlemen who once resided on foreign 
shores, the conductor concluded ho did 
not need UK badly as he supposed any 
admixture of foreign talent of the latest 
importations. 


It is now stated all the vacancies made 


are to be filled only from the member- 
ship of the American union. And yet it 
is a very singular 'thing that not one 
word of protest is coming from trades 
unions protesting against the ever in- 
creasing arriving streams of foreigners, 
now numbering over a hundred thousand 
each and this every month in the year, 
and in this number must be included 
foreign musical talent of various sorts, 
and 
more or less proficient 
in 
music. 


Probably it all depends, but good judg- 
ment would certainly just as much ob- 
ject and kick hard, that is as to mem- 
bers of labor unions, against the indirect 
importation of musicians and men of 
other trades and professions entering by 
the immigration records, as by the di- 
rect route via more direct invitation to 
enter the contest for American dollars. 


CHILD r.ADOK 


One of the anomolies of child labor 


laws is forcibly expressed by a corres- 
pondent of a Chicago paper who had 
been,talking with a bright well develop- 
ed twelve year old girl. 
The girl had 


wanted a place in the factory. She was 
capable and confident of filling but be- 
ing under the legal age could not get 
a place, tho law being properly consid- 
erate as to this factory labor. But the 
girl it seemed held a different idea for 
in talking with the factory inspector 
who had refused her permission to enter 
the factory, she is reported by him to 
have thus expressed herself: 


"How old are you?" f asked. 
"Twelve," she 'answered. I told her 1 


was sorry, but she must be fourteen and 
then have a permit. 


"Yes, that is the law," she said, "but 


there is no law against mo working in 
the sugar beet patch in the. hot sun all 
day, with a man hollering at me if I 
stop to gel a breath." 
She paused and 


looked at the machines wistfully and 
then, firing this parting shot at me, left: 
"li I had lied to you and said I was 
•14 I spose I'd pot a job," 


In the same town children went home 


crying because they could not work at 
the canning factory. 
They had planned 


what they would do with the money 
they earned during the vacation, but the 
law stepped in and blighted their hopes 
and ambitions. 


I am not trying to nphold child labor. 


But there is a side to it which has not 
been touched. 
That is the child's side. 


You write of .the success of "the watch- 
dog of the lake front," who worked in a 
copper shop at tho age of 11. Here are 
the children in a town who want to 
buy a few luxuries for themselves—want 
to earn it for themselves. The law will 
not protect them in working in a clean, 
cool, wholesome factory, but in the burn- 
ing sun, with bent backs, pulling poison- 
ous weed$, under a taskmaster, they 
can labor from sunrise to sunset for j 
cents an hour. 


IB this the wholesome, healthful, open 


air life that your philanthropist speaks 
and writes about';" 


Child labor protection is right, is prop- 


er and needful, but it is woefully incon- 
sistent, as this factory inspector and 
girl pretty well shows. Is it not the 
truth that some forms of physical labor 
as relates to the children are untouched 
bv the law, 'and is it not true that this 
physical labur is not always found in 
the factory'; 
... 


HHXKKS OOy'T KLOP 


Nature fakirs have again received a 


rude shock in having one of their most 
cherished delusions shattered by the re- 
searches of onr own president into the 
realms of nature and the world of ani- 
mals. These particular delusions, snd 
one we find everywhcrcs in contemporan- 
eous history and' in every newspaper and 
magazine related with nature stories, is 
that sharks have to turn over in order 
to get a purchase on their prey. This 
supposed truth is only one of the fakes 
of the nature fakirs and has been told 
so long by seafaring men and others who 
have fished in the deeps, and experiment- 
ed unwillingly with the buoyancy of the 
ocean water that they now believe it, 
for sharks do not turn over to get at 
their prey, that is they do not flop over 
on their backs at all.
